MT. CARMEL, Ituni. Catechist W. A. Blair 

A truly glorious weekend was experienced 
as the Mt. Carmel! family of believers enter- 
ed into the activities of October 9 & 10. 


THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


These new premises, built by the efforts 
of the people and the free grant of $750. 
from the Department of Education was 
now complete. Measuring 4O0ft. x 20ft. 
and, standing 7ft. off the grounds, this new 
structure combined the features of strength 
and ‘beauty. It is built of the finest forest 
materials and painted white outside and 
green and brown inside. There is an eight 
footwide platform and adequate provisions 
for a school library and presses for school 
records. The carpentry was done by Mr. 
Milton Lynch and Mr. Verrick Victor with 


some help from the people. 


On Sunday morning the overflowing 
congregation marched into the building for 
the Service of Dedication. The Scriptures 
were read by a former pupil of the school, 
Mr. Aubrey Sauers and after the Pastor had 
commended the congregation for what they 
had done, Catechist Blair returned thanks, 
on behalf of the people, to the Church and 
to the Education Department. 


MARTYR’S CROSS mmediately after 
this service the thoughts of the congrega- 
tion turned to Fifty years ago as again they 
marched in procession to the strains of tke 
hymn ‘‘For all the Saints who from their 
labours rest.” Marching to the other end of 
the compound the procession halted before 
a gleaming white 7 foot ferro-concrete cross 
which stood on three tiers and a 7 foot 
square base railed with chain. 


lt was fifty years ago, August 5, 1905, 
that Catechist Henry Blair suffered death, 
as a martyr, when shot by arrows at the 
hands of an Akawai Indian. The late Cate- 
chist Blair began his work at ltuni about the 
year 1900 and was never afraid to engage 
the Gospel of Christ agaist sin. It was on 
this account that his assassin, Jack, put an 
end to his life and then fled the district. 
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Now, fifty years afterwards, the people 
of Mt. Carmel raised this memorial in.testi- 
mony to the power of the Gospel. It 
bears witness that there are men who are 
willing to give their lives for it and shows 
its power in the lives of the Christian men 
and women who contributed bricks, money 
and labour in erecting the memorial. 


The occasion was enhanced by the pres- 
ence of the son of the martyred Catechist- 
himself a staunch follower in his father’s 
footsteps, Catechist William A. Blair and, 
also. present, a nephew of Jack, Mr. 
Emmanuel Jacob. At the instructions of 
Catechist Blair, Mr. Jacobs was confirmed 
about a year ago. Now both of them stood 
before the Martyr's Cross- each having a 
different relationship thereto, yet, both of 
them one under the banner of the Cross. 


Mr. Emmanuel Jacob unveiled the mem- 

orial tablet and Councilman Dodman Camp- 
bell read ‘aloud the inscription thereon 
“Catechist Benjamin Henry Blair. Died in 
the Service of Christ the Lord. 
August 5, 1905.” “Mr. Dodman Campbell 
continued +++++++: we the people of Mt. 
Carmel Lutheran Church proudly raise and 
dedicate this Cross to the memory of the 
late Catechist Blair and to the glory of 
God.” 


Ina very moving and fitting speech Cate- 
chist W. A. Blair returned thanks to the 
people for so honouring his father. He said 
he was proud of his history and proud of 
the field of his present labours - he wished 
to carry on as his father did. 


The service of blessing ended, the con- 
gregation proceeded to the Church where 
there was not room enough. 


THE FESTIVAL OF HARVEST - Rains 
and pests had played havoc with the farms 
this year andthe gifts of fruit and vege- 
tables told the story. Nevertheless, the 
Church was nicely decorated and the 
Church furniture were gleaming bright - 
the work of Captain Roland Grant of the 
“Swan.” Four infants were baptized and 
ten souls were presented to the Lord: 
Lawrence Fryer, Jonathan Reece, Jacob 
Campbell, Sarah Campbell, Irving Holder, 
Constance Holder, Marion Barkoye, Charles 
Barkoye, Henry Reid and Arabella Edwards. 
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During the service, the organist, Mrs. W. 
A. Blair was asked to unveiia new Estey 
Organ - the gift of friends in the U.S.A. 
Mrs. Blair, on behalf of the fine gift and 
recounted some of the many blessings that 
: had come their way during the past year. 


MOTION PICTURE - In the evening, 
the film, Kesley of Zorzor, was shown to a 
packed Church. This was the second time 
that the privilege of a motion picture was 
provided for the congregation. It was seen 
with wrapt attention and evoked a gift of 
$10. from Mr. William Blair, Jar. for our 
Africa Mission Field. Mr. Blair is to be com- 
mended for his Christian love and generosity. 


CRICKET Early next day a two-inning 
match was played between the Consumers 
Society and the Loggers. A few weeks be- 
fore a similar game resulted in a Consumers 
victory but now the tables were turned. In 
the first inning the Loggers led by 66 runs 
and it seemed that it would be a two to one 
victory but Mr. Irving Holder held his own 
against the bowling and when the last 
wicket fell the Loggers had the victory but 
only by 19 runs.

The 
program began with a song by Mr. Roland 
Campbell and Messrs Alfred DeBritton, 
Lewellyn Gampbell, Irving Holder, £. 
Samuels and Miss Venus Reid also sang _in 
between the dialogues. Taking part in the 
various dialogues were Misses Edna and 
Aileen Edwards, Audrey Lambert, Venus and 
Vivet Reid, Agnes and Waveney Blair, 
Irene and Mabel Gomes and Messrs 
Ingnatius Stass and Samuel La Rose.

DePolity, Daphne Kersting, Enid Shanks 
and Waveney Blair.

These people will 
contribute all the materials required which 
can be locally obtained, such as piling, 
beams, sills, etc. and Government will give 
galvanize sheets, hardware, paint and tech- 
nical supervision. Most of the materials 
have already been obtained and eleven men 
were again going into the forests on 
October 13 to get the remainder.

He was Superintenden* of the Sun- 
day School for 6 years and serves from 
time to time on almost every committee of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 


His most outstanding ‘contribution, how- 
ever, was made in the services he rendered 
as a member of the Executive Committee 
of our church. He was elected to this im- 
portant committee in 1945 and remained a 
member, without interruption, for ten years 
His remarkable memory and keen business 
acumen were assets that are sorely missed 
on the Executive. In 1953 he was elected 
Secretary of the Church and here again he 
served with efficiency and distinction. 


In the fulfillment of his multifarious dut- 
ies, Mr. Chu has-had to sacrifice countless 
hours of precious time from his business 
but he always does so, uncomplainingly. 
The measure of such full co-operation is due 
in turn, to the co-operation he receives 
from his wife who assumes all the addition- 
al responsibilities of his business when he 
is engaged in the work of the Church. 
The Chu’s have three fine sons Clinton 
who is a junior at Wittenburg College ; 
Aubrey, a freshman at Carthage College 
and Hector who works in the business.
